The document discloses the charac- 
ter and extent of the refusal of the 
member nations of the world court to 
accept the senate reservations. They 
decline to ag.ee that the court shall 
not entertain without the consent of 
the United States a request by the 
League of Nations for an advisory 
opinion in a cause in which the United 
States claims interest. They concede 
to the United States only such rights 
in this respect as are enjoyed by 
league members which it has been 
shown do not possess the protection 
sought by the senate in its fifth reser- 
vation. 


Text of Protocol. 
The text of the new protocol, which 


would require ratification by the 
American senate before becoming ef- 
fective, follows: 

“The states’ signatories of the proto- 
col of signature of the permanent 
court of international justice dated 
December 16, 1920, and the United 
States of America through the under- 
signed duly authorized representatives 
have agreed upon the provisions re- 
carding the adherence by the United 
States of America to tae said proto-

“Article 1: The United States

“Should the United States offer ub- 
jection to an advisory opinion being 
given by the court at the request of 
the council or the assembly concerning 
a dispute to which the United States 
is not a party or concerning a ques- 
tion other than a_ dispute between 
states, the court will attribute to such 
objection the same force and effect 
as attaches to vote against asking for 
the opinion given by a member of the 
League of Nations, either in the as- 
sembly or in the council. 

“Article 5; Subject to the provisions 


of article 7 below, the provisions of 


the present protocol shall have the 
same force and effect as the provisions 
of the statute annexed to the protocol 
of December 16, 1920. 

“Article G: The present protocol 
shall be ratified. Each state sinall for- 
ward the instrument of ratification 
to the secretary general of the Leacue 
of Nations, who shall inform all other 
signatory states. The instrument >f 
ratification shall be deposited in the 
archives of the League of Nations. 

_ “The preseut protocol shall come 
into force as soon as all the states 
which have ratified the protocol of 
December 16, 1920, including the 
United States, have deposited their 
ratifications. 

U. S. May Withdraw. 

“Article 7: The United States may 
at any time notify the secretary gen- 
eral of the League uf Natiuns that it 
withdraws its adherence to the proto- 
col of December 16, 1920. The see- 
retary general shall immediately com- 
municate this notification to all the 
other states signatory to the protocol. 
“In such case the present proto- 
co] shall cease to be in force as from 
the receipt by the secretary general 
of* the notilication by the United 
States, 

“On their part, each of the con- 
tracting states may at any time noti- 
fy the secretary general of the league 
that it desires te withdraw its ac- 
ceptance of the special conditions of 
the adherence of the United States to 
the protocol of December 16, 1920, 
in the second part of the fouria res- 
ervation. The secretary general shall 
immediately give communication of 
this notification to each of the states 
signatories of the present protocol.

PLUM OF $15,000, 
BUCKNER CHARGES

Government, Introducing 
Two Checks, Charges 
Lawyer Was Paid Fee, 
But Did No Work. 


New York, October 4.—()—Evi- 
dence was introduced in court today, 
intended to show that one of the last 
official acts of Thomas W. Miller as 
alien property custodian was to shake 
a $15,000 “plum” off the governmen- 
tal tree, igto the bands of Adna R. 
Johnson, 

Johnson is the man who wrote the 
letter releasing to Richard Merton, 
German metal magnate, the $7,000,000 
proceeds of American Metal company 
stock impounded under the trading 


with the enemy act. 
Miller is on trial with Harry M. 
Daugherty, attorney general in Presi- 
dent Harding’s cabinet, for conspiracy 
to defraud the government in permit- 
ting approval of the metal company 
claims. Johnson was a special assist- 
ant to Daugherty. 
Introduces Checks. 

The climax of Johnson’s testimony 
today came when United States At- 
torney Buckner took him for cross- 


examination. 

Buckner introduced two government 
checks made out to Johuson and dated 
February 12, 1925, one for $10,000 
and one for $5,000. It was shown 
that Johson cashed them on March 
3 after returning from a vacation 
which consumed the last month o: his 
government service, having resigned. 
effective March 1. Next, a letter was 
introduced from Miller, whose own 
resignation was to become effective 
March 15, to the attorney general 
saying that he had appointed Jobn- 
son as a civilian lawyer to assist the 
government in suits involving alien 
property claims brought against it by 
the Equitable Trust Company of New 
York, and Sig Fehr, of Ohio. 

“Fee Was Present."’ 

The prosecutor sought to show 
through questioning Johnson that in 
fact the fee was a mere present and 
that no real work was ever expected 
in return. The witness admitted that 
“a man named Stanley, a government 
lawyer, already was in charge of these 
cases.”’ 

“Last November were you not 
dropped by the present alien property 
custodian, relieved of all further du- 
ties?’ asked Buckner. 

“I was.”

Surrender Predicted. 

No report had been received late 
Monday and if the radi® :nan is not 
captured it is believed he will surren- 
der. It is reported he is in th-s city 
to face the charge of conspiring, to de 
feat justice in connection ‘vith Mrs. 
McPherson's disappearance anc her 
bizarre story of kidnapping.

Prieta, Mexico, became the center of 
interest in the courtroom as Deputy

prints from Agua Prieta to a point 
one and a half miles beyond the town, 
where the footprints disappeared and 
automobile tire tracks took their 
place. 
Mrs. McPherson, in her story before 
the grand jury, de¢lared that she had 
escaped from the kidnapers’ shack 
and after an all-day trek across te 
burning Mexican desert, had reached 
the American border at nigitfall. 
Evangelist Blushed. 
When the clothing was paraded be- 
fore the courtroom, the evangelist 
blushed deeply and her mother, Mrs. 
Minnie Kennedy, a co-defendant in 
the case, wept. 
Mrs. MePherson disappeared while 
bathing at Ocean park, and the cloth- 
ing she reappeared in was given to 
her by the kidnapers, she asserted. 
A hair net ‘which she said she was 
wearing at the time she was spirited 
away and which Ryan testified he 
found in the pocket of the dress she 
was wearing when she reappeared was 
looked upon as an important bit of 
evidence. 
Ryan declared flatly that the evan- 
gelist had used “artificial means” to 
put dark cireles under her eyes when 
she came back to Los Angeles to face 
her followers after the “kidnapping.” 
The young deputy said the circles 
were not apparent when he questioned 
her the day after her asserted long 
struggle with desert heat and miles 
of tramping. 
A third downtown hotel entered 
into the testimony when Ryan intro- 
duced evidence intended to prove that 
the evangelist signed the register of 
the Alexandria hotel shortly before 
midnight on May 9. This was the 
night that Mrs. McPherson says she 
last saw Ormiston at the temple. 
Ryan, testified that the register in- 
dicated that the Bible teacher checked 
out the following mornjgg, but regis- 
tered again late that Qe night.

SIMS ASKS CITIZENS" 
TO INDORSE NOTE 


School Board President. 
Declares Solution Is 
Only Temporary and 
Says Crisis Will Recur. 


‘Action of city counci] Monday aft- 
ernoon in formally ratifying a request 
of the beard of education that Mayor 
Walter A. Sims be empowered to nego- 
tiate a loan of $500,000 to relieve, for 
the present, a financial crisis and 
thus avert the closing of. Atlanta 
schools, assured that schools will re 
main open at least for the present. 
This statement was authorized Mon- 
day night by Dr. R. M. Eubanks, 
president of the board of education. 
Council voted unanimously te re- 
quest the loan and, in line with ‘formal 
requests of the board of education 
Monday morning, set out that the pa- 
per will be retired “with school funds 
during January of 1927—the time at 
which additional school money will be 
forthcoming.” 

In stating that the schools will res 
main open, Dr. Eubanks declared that 
they would not close for a “reasonable 
length of time at least” in order to 


negotiate the loan. 
Only Temporary Remedy. 

Dr. Eubanks pointed out. however, 
that even though the present crisis 
may be averted by negotiation of the 
loan, another similar crisis would de- 
velop next year unless some measure 
of “permanent nature is evolved fo 
care for the deficit which now exists 
in the sehool department.” He de- 
clared that the schools must be plaved 
on a “living basis” by some means, to 


gare for the ever-increasing army of 


children who are seeking au education 
through the Atlanta publie school sys- 
tem. 
“I have the utmost confidence in 
Mayor Siins, and feel

This note will be taken to the 
Atlanta Clearing House association 
and given as collateral for the nee- 
essary funds to keep Atlanta schools 
from closing their doors against ap- 
proximately 60,000 school children. 
After passage of this resolution, 
another measure was offered by Al- 
derman J. Allen Couch, of the fifth, 
carrying the stipulation that all mem- 
bers of council, the present mayor, the 
mayor-elect, and all members of the 
board of education elected in the 
primary pledge themselves to pay this 
money from city funds of next year.

News of the death of the Rev. Ar- 


W. Connally, and one of the outstand- 
ing clergymen .of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church in New York state, who 
died Friday at his home in Auburn. 
N. Y., has been received in Atlanta. 

A native of Clarendon, N. Y., Rev. 
Copeland received his early education 
at Genesee Wesleyan seminary and at 
Cazenovia -seminary and then grad- 
uated from Syracuse ‘ university in 
1884. After completing his education 
he became connected with a New 
York publication and later served the 
pastorates of Clyde, Penn Yan, Sen- 
eca Falls, Cazenovia, Ithaca, Syra- 
cuse, Cananadaga, Williamson, New- 
ark and West Genesee Methodist 
Episcopal churches. 

In June, 1911, Rev. Copeland was 
appointed chaplain of Auburn state 
prison, at Auburn, N. Y., by. Gov- 
ernor Dix, a post he held until his 
death last Friday. He was one of 
the best known prison reform workers 
in the United States. Rev. Copeland 
was a well-known lecturer and noted 
author. In the summer of 1924 he 
was chosen as the outstanding public 
lecturer of New York state, his sub- 
ject heing “Voices from Behind Pris- 
on Walls.” 

He is survived by his wife, Blanche
